EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1 , 3, 5-9, 31 and 35-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
patentability resides in the limitations "the film having a thickness larger in the specific 
amorphous region than in the peripheral amorphous region " and "crystal growth occurs 
in a direction from the specific amorphous region towards the peripheral amorphous 
region", in combination with the other claimed limitations in claim 1 . The prior art, taken 
alone or in combination does not fairly teach or suggest all the limitations or the method

in the manner as claimed by tlie applicant. The closest prior arts referred below do not 
recite the claimed combination of the claimed method: The prior art of Cheng et al. (US 
Patent No. 6432758), in figure 6, discloses a melting and resolidification crystallization 
process but does not disclose a film having a thickness larger in the specific amorphous 
region than in the peripheral amorphous region wherein crystal growth occurs In a 
direction from the specific amorphous region towards the peripheral amorphous region 
as claimed the applicant.
